The survey showed a substantial split 
of opinion on these questions. 

A walkway rather than public street 
was favored 50% to 37%. 

The 112 ft. height of buildings facing 
M St. S.W. was favored 49% to 37%, 
whereas a similar height for buildings 
facing I (Eye) St. S.W. was opposed 46% 
to 43%

Renovation At 
C apital Park Apts. 

A $70 million renovation has started 
on 648 units at three apartment build¬ 
ings on G and I (Eye) St. S.W. 

With $51 million from Fannie Mae, 
$11.5 million in taxable bonds issued by 
theD.C. H ousing Finance Agency and a 
$9.5 million loan from Red Capital 
Mortgage, renovation will occur at the 
Twin Towers at 101-103 G St. S.W. and 
Capital Park Plaza at 201 I St. S.W. by 
January 2004. 

Tenants will be moved to vacant 
apartments as the renovation progresses. 

Press statements from Fannie M ae 
and DC FI FA emphasize that refinancing 
the apartments will produce at least 422 
units of "quality affordable rental hous¬ 
ing," for "working households with 
incomes ranging from the upper $20,000 
to the lower $50,000, with rents that 
include all utilities ranging from the 
$800s for studio apartments to approxi¬ 
mately $1,100's for two bedroom apart¬ 
ments." 

"M arket rents for similar apartments 
will range from the upper $900s to 
$1,600." 

"We are committed to ensuring low 
income individuals can stay in their cur¬ 
rent neighborhoods and still have safe, 
affordable places to live," said M ilton J. 
Bailey, Executive Director of the 
DCHFA. 

A "topping off" ceremony in Decem¬ 
ber - a Scandinavian tradition - involved 
placing a small pine tree to the top of the 
first building to be renovated.

Summary of ANC Meeting

In the first Advisory Neighborhood 
Commission 6D meeting - which at 
times erupted into raucous shouting and 
insults from the floor, the commissioners 
dealt with a heavy agenda, much of which 
was left over from the old year. T here was 
a heavier than usual attendance of neigh¬ 
bors, owing to hot-button issues on the 
table. 

The election of new officers brought 
the following: Chairman, Ahmed 
Assalaam (6D06), vice Chairman Roger 
Moffat, Treasurer Bob Seigel, Secretary 
Ed Johnson. 

The management of Waterside M all is 
now locking the M all doors at 10 pm for 
safety reasons. It is adjudged unsafe due 
to lack of tenants/business/customer fre¬ 
quency. The M etropolitan Police Depart¬ 
ment did not have a safety plan in place 
for alternative walking routes, but seems 
to believe that use of 6th St. is safer any¬ 
way. 

There was a complaint about issuance 
of a liquor license to the Nation Night 


Club in Southeast. It was proposed that 
someone look into making an informal 
agreement with Nation as to their busi¬ 
ness policy, but this was not agreed to. 

The new proposed waterfront "tav¬ 
ern" Cantina M arina applied for a liquor 
license. The ABC Board hearing will be 
in early February, with a mid-to-late 
March opening. Previously an October 
2002 opening had been indicated. The 
AN C agreed not to object to the license 
provided that the voluntary agreement 
about noise that was in the Gangplank 
Restaurant lease is adhered to.

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OVER 600 SOUTHWEST RESIDENTS RESPOND TO SWNA SURVEY 

50% (to 37%) Prefer a Pedestrian Walkway - Not a Public Street and the C urrent M erchants Gain Wide Support for Returning to the New Retail Space 


A committee of the Board of the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly, Inc. 
conducted a Survey during the last three 
weeks of D ecember 2002, to obtain com¬ 
munity responses to questions about vari¬ 
ous aspects of the current Planned Unit 
Development ("PUD") application of the 
developers of the new Waterfront project 
at the former Waters'de Mall, Kaempfer 
Company, Forest City Enterprises and 
Bresler and Reiner). 

0 ver 600 Southwest residents and vis¬ 
itors from other parts of the City and 
nearby states responded to the SWNA 
Survey included in the January 2003 
issue of the Southwester distributed on 
December 12, 2002. 356 of the responses 
included in the final Survey results; or 
51%, were returned at one of four collec¬ 
tion boxesat various stores at the mall and 
residents mailed 244 responses. Other 
responses were collected at a table in the 
Mall during two Saturdays in early 
December). 

The current PUD plans in the appli¬ 
cation before the Zoning Commission are 
scheduled for a public hearing on the 
evening of February 13,2003 at the Zon¬ 
ing Commission offices at Judiciary 
Square Everyone interested in providing 
community input to this important 
administrative hearing to decide the 
future of Southwest should plan on 
attending that meeting. 

In a recent survey on redevelopment 
of Waterside M all, only 183 (37%) of 498 
responses included in the final results 
favored the developers' plans for the con¬ 
struction of a public street in the 4th 


Street right-of-way through the center of 
the current Waterside M all. 250 respon¬ 
dents ( 50% of those answering the ques¬ 
tion) preferred the alternative, a public 
walkway for pedestrians rather than a 
public street for automobiles. 65 or 13% 
answering this question were undecided. 

Responses to Questions on 
Building Heights Produce 
Different Results 

N early 50% or 245 of the respondents 
approved of the proposed height of the 
two M Street buildings, and only 37% or 
186 objected to these heights. 

As to the two buildings 112 ft. high at 
the corners facing I (Eye) St., 46% or 229 
of the respondents rejected the proposed 
height, while 43% or 214 residents 
approved these heights. 

Thus, in neither case did an outright 
majority of Southwest residents respond¬ 
ing to the Survey show opposition to the 
proposed height of the buildings on the 
four corners of the site, and the height of 
the buildings on M Street was shown to 
be less objectionable than the height of 
the two residential buildings and the one 
office building at the rear of the site. 

Current Merchants Find Strong 
Community Support for Their 
Return 

Two questions on the Survey, Ques¬ 
tions 7 and 8, concerned the current mer¬ 
chants at the mall and the impact the 
community will face when these stores 
and services are displaced once the mall is 
demolished and the two-year period of 
reconstruction of the retail space begins. 


Over 81% or 401 of the 498 respon¬ 
dents indicated they would like to seethe 
current merchants have the right to return 
to the new Waterfront retail space. 0 nly 
64 respondents, or 13%, objected to the 
return of the current merchants. 

A majority of residents (56%) said 
that they would suffer a hardship once the 
mall isdemolished and many of the stores 
and services at the mall are eliminated, 
but 40% of the total indicated that they 
would not suffer a hardship. 

Southwest Residents Want Just 
About Everything at Waterfront 

Virtually every type of store and ser¬ 
vice one could imagine was listed in the 
423 responses to a question about what 
types of restaurants, stores and services 
would be preferred at the new Waterfront 
development. Every type of restaurant 
and every chain restaurant, from coffee 
shops ("a coffee shop," Starbucks, Cosi 
coffee and sandwich shop, etc.) to bak¬ 
eries (Au Bon Pain, etc.) to fast food 
(M cDonalds, Wendy’sand Burger King to 
"no fast food restaurants please") to fami¬ 
ly restaurants (a "family restaurant", "a 
locally owned restaurant or cafe," Califor¬ 
nia Pizza Kitchen, Chili's, IHOP, Olive 
Garden, "an Italian restaurant,", an "Indi¬ 
an restaurant", a "Chinese restaurant," 
etc.) to fine dining (an upscale restaurant, 
B. Smith's, Sequoia, a "French restau¬ 
rant", etc.) to "a locally owned restaurant 
and bar/pub" is represented in the 
responses. 

Respondents also had many sugges¬ 
tions concerning their choices on grocery 
stores, including the current Safeway, an 


"improved and expanded Safeway," and 
new grocers, such as W hole Foods (Fresh 
Fields), Giant, Trader Joe's and theTeeter 
Grocery and gourmet grocers were 
included on various lists ("an upgraded 
grocery store," "gourmet deli and mar¬ 
ket," M arvelous M arket, a "butcher 
store," etc.). Some respondents even sug¬ 
gested that the current Safeway (which 
has a very long tern lease) should be 
replaced. 

Retail stores included in the responses 
indudetheever popular "hardwarestore," 
"a bookstore^' (including Borders, 01 sson's 
and Barnes and Noble), a FI allmark gift 
and card shop (liketheonethat used to be 
at the mall), a video rental store (includ¬ 
ing a Blockbuster), Bed Bath & Beyond, 
more and better clothing stores, and every 
store imaginable including convenience 
stores (7-Eleven), office supply stores 
(Staples and Office Depot) and Radio 
Shack, and even large department stores 
such asTarget, Walmart, and K M art. In 
addition, every type of service (dry clean¬ 
ers, shoe repair, locksmith, copying ser¬ 
vices (including Kinko's), a child care cen¬ 
ter, a health care center, and a doctor’s 
office) was also listed on various respons¬ 
es. 

Many Thanks for the Large 
Participation in the Waterside 
Mall Survey 

The community's response amounts to 
almost 5% of the estimated population of 
12,000 residents of Southwest, and isfifty 
percent (50%) greater than the total num¬ 
ber of votes at the last SW N A election - 
about 389 votes in March 2002, one of 
the largest turnouts in the last ten years. 
Of thetotal 498 responses included in the 
final Survey results, responses were 
received from all four D istricts of SW N A 
as follows: 

District 1 

West of 4 th Street and north of M Street - 
64 regions (12.8 %) 

District 2 

East of 4th Street and north ofM Street - 
96 responses(19.2 %) 

District 3 

West of Delaware Ave. and south ofM 
Street- 233 responses(46.7 %) 

District 4 

East of Del aw a re Ave. and south ofM 
Street 13 responses ( 2.6%) 

If the Survey is a success and the 
results valuable for future consideration 
by the powers that be and the devdopers 
of Waterfront, that will be because so 
many members of the Southwest commu¬ 
nity took the time to review it, consider 
the questions, complete it, add editorial 
comments to their responses and return it 
or mail it in within three weeks by 
December 31st. Thank you all for 
responding. I applaud our community's 
efforts to be heard on these important 
issues.
